Sen. Philip H art of the soft voice and 
big clout, who is dead of cancer at 64, 
Funeral services are scheduled for 
St. 
M atthew ’s 
Roman 
C a t h o l i c 
Cathedral Tuesday. H art is expected 
to be buried on Mackinac Island, his 
home in Michigan. 
President Ford and President-elect 
Jim m y C arter headed a long list of 
national 
leaders who e x p r e s s e d 
regrets at the passing of the liberal 
Dem ocrat 
whose 
concern 
for 
toe 
rights of individuals and the well-being 
of m ankind transcended boundaries of 
ideology or geography. 


Ford, who served as a congressm an 
for 
M ichigan 
for 
alm ost 
25 
years, 
expressed 
"deep 
re g re t” 
in 
a 
statem ent 
from 
his 
Vail, 
Colo., 
vacation 
retreat 
He said, 
“Senator 
Hart served the people of Michigan 
and the nation with great distinction. 
He will be m issed.” 
C arter 
called 
Hart 
“a 
man 
of 
unquestioned integrity” and said 
“ He 


exemplified 
the 
highest 
moral 
and 
ethical standards in public service. He 
was 
a 
friend 
of 
the 
American 
consum er 
and 
a 
tireless 
worker 
against injustice. His death is a tragic 
loss to ... our entire nation.” 


Hart was at the forefront of debates 
on the global issues of w ar and peace. 
But his work on behalf of oppressed 
m inorities, 
hungry 
school 
children, 
consum ers and nature lovers left his 
m ark on American society. 
He wrote the Truth-inPackaging and 
T r u t h - i n - L e n d i n g 
laws 
and 
spearheaded the fight for nofault auto 
insurance and school lunches.

licensing of medical labs, to the end of 
price-fixing 
of 
heart 
medicine 
and 
school books, to the exposure of the 
high costs of funerals and auto repairs 
and

poisoning. 
He was proudest of his work in civil 
rights during the 1960s. when he was 
floor leader of landm ark

According to E ast G ary Police Sgt. Daniel Orlich, 
Hyndm an spotted the disabled c a r of John M atheny of 
G ary stalled in a ru ral area betw een E ast G ary and 
Gary about 7:30 p.m ., EST, C hristm as Eve. Hyndm an 
and a passenger, Joseph E llal, stopped to see if they 
could help M atheny.
